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Proposition No. 19 Would Re-establish 
Former Plan of Electing Supervisors 


The practice of electing members of the county board of 


supervisors by districts rather than by the county at large 

has proven to be sound and fair to all persons concerned. 
This practice should be continued. To continue this 

practice, it is necessary for Proposition No, 19 on the bal- 


lot to be given a majority vote next Tuesday. Up until the 
August election of this year, it was customary for the sup- 
ervisors to be elected by districts. Supervisors were elected 
by the county at large in August because of an interpreta- 
tion of the California election law. 

No. 19 on the ballot is a proposal to amend the law, and 
a ‘‘yes’’ vote will re-establish the former practice of people 
within a district electing their own supervisor. A “No” 
vote will continue the method followed in August, that of 
all voters in the county balloting on candidates in each sup- 
ervisorial district. 

During a discussion in the court house prior to the Au- 
gust election relative to the reasons for the change in the 
procedure for this year, the supervisors themselves took the 
first step in placing proposition No. 19 on the ballot. There 
ahould be no element of politics involved in the issue. 

The question is simply this: ‘‘Do we here in this super- 
visorial district want to choose our own supervisor, or shall 
the matter be left up to voters throughout the county ?”’

learn to coordinate their groups, 
which work through Upland con- 
trol. Captain Frank J. Freeman 
of the highway control, also was 
an interested observer. 

Other incidents of the evening 
included the crash of a Jap bomb- 
er at San Antonio avenue and 
Twentieth street, with its load in- 
tact as it did not burn, and the 
pilot, severely wounded, was cap- 
tured, while bombs east of Upland 
ripped out the Santa Fe right- 
of-way.
